SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

Article - Labor and Employment
8-224.

EMPLOYMENT IS NOT COVERED EMPLOYMENT IF PERFORMED FOR
MONETARY COMPENSATION BY:

(1) A DIRECTOR OR OFFICER OF A CORPORATION THAT EMPLOYS
50 OR FEWER FULL-TIME EMPLOYEES; OR

EXPLANATION: CAPITALS INDICATE MATTER ADDED TO EXISTING LAW.

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(2) A MEMBER OF A LIMITED LIABILITY COMPANY THAT EMPLOYS
50 OR FEWER FULL-TIME EMPLOYEES.

SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
October 1, 2010.
